Another inquiry was received from 
Foister who was still anxious to locate 
her Godparents so we asked Annie Mae 
to mention the English woman's search 
in her Antioch News column of Nov. 29.

The Kenosha phone book lists eight 
Robert Nelsons so it was easier to make 
a phone call to a surprised Udstuen in 
Dallas who confirmed that her brother 
Robert had married a Mary Jamieson 
in England in 1945.
